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NEW  YORK  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  RUPTURED 
AND  CRIPPLED 


HISTORY 

The  Hospital  of  the  Society  first  opened  its  doors  in  May  of  the  year 
1863.  Since  then  it  has  served  the  public  continuously.  The  first  hospital 
building  of  only  twenty-eight  beds,  situated  at  97  Second  Avenue,  was 
soon  outgrown  and  in  the  year  1870  the  Institution  moved  to  a  fine  new 
building  which  stood  on  the  corner  of  Lexington  Avenue  and  Forty-second 
Street,  on  the  present  site  of  the  Hotel  Commodore.  Dr.  James  Knight,  the 
founder  and  "Resident  Physician  and  Surgeon,"  served  faithfully  until 
his  death  in  the  year  1887.  Dr.  Virgil  P.  Gibney,  who  followed  him  as 
"Surgeon-in-Chief,"  served  until  1924.  During  these  thirty-seven  years, 
the  Hospital  grew  from  an  Institution  that  merely  provided  for  the  care  of 
incurable  cripples  into  one  of  the  few  progressive  hospitals  in  the  United 
States  for  the  treatment  of  orthopaedic  conditions.  Where  formerly  it  was 
only  a  home  to  house  children  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis  of 
bones  and  joints,  or  with  paralysis,  it  became,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr. 
Gibney,  an  active  unit  for  the  development  of  reconstructive  surgery  and 
soon  the  reputation  of  its  surgeons  was  known  throughout  the  world. 

Many  new  types  of  operations  were  developed  in  this  Hospital  during 
these  years  which  were  planned  to  rehabilitate  those  who  formerly  would 
have  remained  crippled  the  rest  of  their  lives,  a  burden  on  the  community. 

Having  in  the  year  1912  outgrown  the  building  on  Lexington  Avenue, 
the  patients  were  moved  to  the  present  plant  at  321  East  42nd  Street.  Here, 
during  the  last  forty-one  years  the  Hospital  has  been  carrying  on  its  work 
for  humanity. 

During  the  last  two  decades  the  clinical  facilities  have  been  greatly 
developed  in  order  to  give  further  training  to  young  doctors.  This  has 
called  for  expansion  in  all  the  departments  of  the  Hospital.  The  Clinics,  for 
which  the  Hospital  has  always  been  known,  have  been  enlarged,  new 
laboratories  have  been  provided,  the  X-ray  Department  has  been  ex- 
panded, new  facilities  have  been  added  to  the  Physical  Therapy  Depart- 
ment and  a  Medical  Library  has  been  created. 

The  teaching  facilities  for  the  training  of  young  surgeons,  in  both  or- 
thopaedic and  general  surgery,  have  been  steadily  improving  during  the 
last  fifteen  years.  Always  of  a  high  calibre  under  such  outstanding  men  as 
Drs.  Royal  Whitman,  William  B.  Coley  and  Eugene  Pool,  a  new  impetus 
was  given  by  the  present  Surgeon-in-Chief,  Dr.  Philip  D.  Wilson,  who  was 
appointed  in  1934.  Today  the  young  surgeon  on  completing  his  period  of 
residency  is  well  prepared  to  enter  his  chosen  field  of  surgery  with  every 
chance  of  success.  It  is  through  the  success  of  these  men  that  the  Hospital 
has  gained  much  of  its  outstanding  reputation  as  a  surgical  center. 

The  Arthritis  Service  has,  since  1945,  developed  a  curriculum  of  teach- 
ing very  similar  to  that  found  in  the  surgical  services,  whereby  young

physicians  are  well  trained  in  this  newly  developed  phase  of  medicine,  a 
most  valuable  addition  to  the  medical  sciences. 

In  addition  to  the  training  of  young  doctors,  successful  research  has 
been  carried  on  in  both  the  wards  and  laboratory:  investigations  which 
are  said  to  be,  by  those  who  know,  of  outstanding  value  for  improving  the 
care  of  the  sick.  Just  to  name  two  of  these  many  innovations  we  may 
mention  the  investigations  leading  up  to  the  use  of  preserved  bone  for 
grafting  and  the  establishment  of  a  Bone  Bank:  an  advancement  in  surgi- 
cal technique  that  has  been  recognized  not  only  by  American  surgeons 
but  also  by  those  of  foreign  countries.  The  other  is  the  research  that  has 
been  carried  on  for  improving  the  treatment  of  rheumatic  conditions  and 
arthritis. 

These  and  other  successful  investigations  continue  to  keep  the  good 
name  of  our  Hospital  ever  before  the  medical  profession  and  the  public 
as  an  institution  for  the  care  of  the  sick  and  the  advancement  of  medicine 
and  surgery. 

Today  not  only  are  the  patients  receiving  the  best  care  that  is  possible 
with  the  most  modern  forms  of  treatment,  but  the  Institution  is  also  send- 
ing forth  fully  trained  surgeons  and  physicians  to  practice  their  special- 
ties throughout  the  world. 

Another  move  is  in  prospect  because  this  Hospital  is  erecting  a  new 
eight-story  building  on  the  East  River  Drive  between  70th  and  71st 
Streets.  The  new  Hospital  is  to  be  maintained  and  run  by  this  Hospital 
but  in  affiliation  with  the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center. 

During  the  90  years  of  its  existence  this  Hospital,  formerly  the  Hospital 
for  the  Ruptured  and  Crippled  and  now  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery, 
has  become  recognized  throughout  the  world  as  one  of  the  leading  institu- 
tions specializing  in  orthopaedic  surgery.  Today,  in  addition  to  its  depart- 
ments of  general  surgery  and  orthopaedic  surgery  it  continues  to  stand 
high  in  its  treatment  of  arthritis,  poliomyelitis,  scoliosis,  cerebral  palsy 
and  the  vocational  rehabilitation  of  the  handicapped. 

As  the  New  York  Herald  Tribune  said  editorially  of  this  Hospital  at 
the  time  the  proposed  new  building  was  announced:  "It  has  had  an  evolu- 
tion and  a  past  of  which  it  can  well  be  proud.  It  faces  a  future  in  which  it 
can  continue  to  give  greater  help  than  ever  before  to  every  crippled  child 
and  every  physically  handicapped  adult."

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 


The  Financial  results  for  1953  were  far  better  than  those  of  1952. 
The  total  hospital  operating  income  was  $1,529,172.37  as  against 
$1,385,682.49  in  1952;  and  the  expenses  were  $1,844,456.36  as  against 
$1,789,537.48.  From  these  figures  it  is  apparent  that  the  operating  losses 
were  $315,283.99  as  against  $403,854.99.  This  represents  an  improvement 
of  $88,571.00.  After  allowing  for  income  from  unrestricted  endowment 
and  other  contributions,  the  red  figure  for  1953  was  $29,648.66  in  com- 
parison with  $156,583.24.  Although  there  are  grounds  for  a  feeling  of 
satisfaction  because  of  these  substantially  better  results,  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  "red  figure"  is  before  allowance  for  depreciation. 

With  respect  to  the  financing  of  the  cost  of  construction  of  the  new 
hospital  at  70th-71st  Streets  and  the  East  River  Drive,  it  will  be  recalled 
that  the  estimated  cost  of  the  finished  hospital  was  $6,000,000.00  and  that 
this  was  to  be  covered  by  the  sale  of  the  42nd  Street  properties  for 
$2,500,000.00;  by  the  use  of  the  legacy  under  the  will  of  Mrs.  Wilks  and 
of  other  capital  funds,  aggregating  $2,000,000.00;  and  by  $1,500,000.00 
of  new  money.  In  September,  1953,  Mr.  Alfred  H.  Caspary  informed  us 
that  he  expected  to  make  a  gift  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  Clinic. 
This  gift  (received  in  January  1954),  added  to  other  gifts  in  hand  or 
definitely  assured,  put  us  slightly  over  the  goal  of  $1,500,000.00  of  new 
money. 

The  Clinic  in  the  new  hospital  will  be  named  in  memory  of  Mr. 
Caspary's  deceased  wife,  Margaret  M.  Caspary. 

Other  major  memorial  gifts  included  the  Research  Laboratories,  in 
memory  of  Edwin  I.  Hilson,  given  by  his  family  and  friends;  the 
Cerebral  Palsy  Service,  in  memory  of  Arnold  H.  Golding,  given  by 
Samuel  H.  Golding;  the  Office  of  the  Director  of  Social  Service,  in 
memory  of  John  H.  Reynolds,  given  by  Mrs.  Reynolds;  and  the  Patients' 
Library  in  memory  of  Henry  A.  Alker,  given  by  his  family  and  friends. 
(The  Patients'  Library  in  the  present  hospital  was  established  by  Mr. 
Alker  and  has  long  been  maintained  by  him,  his  family  and  friends). 

Leaving  the  financial,  it  seems  a  bit  incongruous  for  a  layman  to  report 
on  the  year's  professional  activities.  Therefore,  reference  is  respectfully 
made  to  the  report  of  the  Surgeon-in-Chief,  found  in  this  volume.  It 
is  the  best  testimony  to  our  professional  activities.  I  would,  however, 
touch  on  one  such  activity  because  it  has  a  distinct  bearing  on  the  future. 

The  basic  reason  for  the  new  hospital  is  found  in  the  philosophy  that 
the  leadership  of  a  specialty  hospital  like  ours  will  become  increasingly 
vulnerable  unless  the  hospital  takes  steps  designed  for  it  to  continue  to 
attract  and  hold  doctors  of  qualification  and  promise  and  in  the  further 
philosophy  that  the  best  way  to  continue  to  attract  and  hold  such  doctors 
is  by  a  close  and  proximate  affiliation  with  a  great  Center  of  teaching  and 
research.  Therefore,  the  agreement  of  affiliation  with  the  Society  of  The 
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New  York  Hospital  calls  for  a  new  hospital  in  the  area  of  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  to  be  built,  owned  and  operated  by  our 
Society,  yet  to  constitute  the  Orlhopedic  Service  of  the  Center.  Under 
this  agreement  the  power  of  appointment  of  the  major  professional 
positions  rests  in  the  University.  But  the  power  of  initiation,  by  way  of 
nomination  for  appointment,  rests  in  our  Society.  What  is  pertinent 
to  1953  is  that  we  have  had  a  full  year  during  which  our  Hospital  and 
New  York  Hospital  have  been  working  in  an  interim,  non-proximate 
affiliation  akin  to  a  trial  and  error  affiliation.  The  paucity  of  error  in  the 
trial  augers  well  for  the  success  of  the  ultimate,  proximate  affiliation. 
Certainly  neither  hospital  has  worked  at  cross-purposes;  each  has 
respected  the  mutuality  of  opportunity  to  develop  an  improved  public 
service. 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  we  report  that  Ernest  Iselin  died  on  January 
10th,  1954.  Although  he  was  not,  at  the  time,  a  member  of  our  Board  of 
Managers  surely  no  report  for  the  past  year  would  be  complete  without 
recording  tribute  to  him.  And  it  seems  to  us  that  perhaps  this  may  best  be 
done  by  quoting  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
held  January  14,  1954: 

'When  Ernest  Iselin  retired  in  1951,  we  accepted  his  resignation  not 
only  because  we  know  that  he  wanted  us  to  do  this,  but  also  because  we 
were  well  aware  that  he  would  nevertheless  continue  to  be  part  and 
parcel  of  our  hospital.  How  true  this  was!  It  was  but  a  day  or  two  before 
he  died  that  he  had  a  long  talk  with  our  Acting  Director;  and  just  before 
the  New  Year  our  President  had  a  note  of  greeting  and  encouragement. 

'His  years  of  service  were  long:  from  1929  to  1951  a  member  of  our 
Board  and  from  1938  to  1951  Chairman  of  our  Executive  Committee. 
However  important  the  years,  what  is  of  more  significance  was  the 
consistency  and  quality — the  very  personality — of  his  service. 

We  shall  cherish  his  memory. 

So,  in  behalf  not  just  of  ourselves  but  of  our  doctors,  nurses,  tech- 
nicians, administrative  staff  and  helpers  and  particularly  in  behalf  of  our 
patients,  we  rise  to  pay  him  tribute.  And  we  request  our  Corresponding 
Secretary  to  write  his  son  and  daughter  telling  of  this  minute  and  sending 
them  our  heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  loss.' 

A  few  years  ago  the  number  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
was  increased.  To  fill  three  of  the  vacancies  thereby  created,  Messrs. 
Jerrold  R.  Golding,  Robert  L.  Hoguet,  Jr.,  and  William  H.  Jackson  were 
elected  in  1953.  We  would  mention  the  fact  that  Mr.  Jackson  was 
President  of  the  Society  of  the  New  York  Hospital  when  we  made  our 
agreement  with  it  and  that  he  and  Dr.  Stanhope  Bayne-Jones,  who  was 
then  President  of  the  Joint  Administrative  Board  of  the  New  York 
Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center,  had  probably  more  to  do  with  the 
agreement  than  any  other  representatives  of  the  Center.  In  accordance 
with  the  provisions  in  the  agreement  that  the  Society  of  the  New  York 
Hospital  have  representation  on  our  Board  of  Managers,  it  was  only 
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appropriate  to  have  Mr.  Jackson  chosen  to  be  their  representative  on  our 
Board.  Conversely,  I  have  the  honor  of  having  been  elected  a  Governor 
of  their  Society  to  serve  as  our  Hospital's  representative. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  touch  first  on  what  we  owe  to  some  of  the  men 
and  women  who  labored  for  us  in  1953  and  second  on  what  faces  us 
in  1954. 

In  this  past  year  of  preliminary  transition  heavy  loads  fell  on  the 
shoulders  of  Dr.  Philip  D.  Wilson,  our  Surgeon-in-Chief,  and  Dr.  T. 
Campbell  Thompson,  Executive  Assistant  to  the  Surgeon-in-Chief.  These 
doctors  were  of  constant  help  to  the  corporate  representatives  of  our 
Society.  So  too  was  Miss  Cleanthe  Logotheton,  Director  of  Nursing 
Service.  During  part  of  1953  illness  prevented  our  Director,  F.  Wilson 
Keller,  from  being  active.  But  his  constant  interest  and  willingness  to  put 
a  shoulder  to  the  wheel  whenever  he  could  were  an  inspiration  to  all  of 
us.  Mr.  T.  Gordon  Young,  Assistant  Director,  served  as  an  able  substitute 
and  Acting  Director.  The  Members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  were  never 
more  active;  and  failure  to  cite  what  each  did  reflects  no  lack  of  apprecia- 
tion. This  holds  true  too  of  the  lay  and  professional  staffs;  of  the 
Women's  Auxiliary;  of  the  Volunteers.  And  thanks  are  very  much  due 
the  men,  women.  Corporations,  Foundations  and  Funds  (including  the 
Cerebral  Palsy  Fund,  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Fund,  the  United  Hospital 
Fund  and  the  Greater  New  York  Fund)  for  their  loyal  and  generous 
support  of  what  our  Hospital  stands  for. 

Looking  ahead,  1954  is  bound  to  be  a  difficult  year  of  active  transition 
to  the  threshold  of  proximate  affiliation  with  the  Center.  On  top  of  the 
financial  costs  of  this  transition,  there  will  be  emotional  prices  to  pay.  It 
would  be  folly  to  belittle  the  wrench  in  leaving  the  home  of  half  our 
corporate  life  and  in  terminating  our  independence  of  isolation.  Also 
we  terminate  our  General  Surgical  Service,  so  well  led  by  Dr.  John  E. 
Sullivan.  The  year  1954  calls  for  faith  in  the  strength  of  the  principles  of 
proximate  affiliation  with  a  great  center  of  teaching  and  research  and  for 
patience  in  the  process.  We  also  must  recognize  three  immediate  needs, 
and  do  something  about  them  in  1954,  namely:  need  for  funds,  by  way 
of  capital  funds  and  grants,  for  General  Education,  Fellowships  and  Re- 
search; need  to  set  up  a  fair  Pension  Plan  for  employees;  and  need  to 
develop  the  72nd-71st  Street  properties  (north  of  the  new  hospital)  par- 
ticularly with  an  eye  to  Parking  and  Housing.  Difficult  as  these  tasks  will 
be,  in  the  forward  looking  tradition  of  our  Hospital's  Ninety  Years  of 
service  we  face  1954  with  confidence.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SURGEON-IN-CHIEF 


1953 


I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  a  report  of  the  professional  activities 
of  the  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  for  1953. 

The  high  light  of  the  year  was  the  beginning  of  construction  of  the 
new  hospital  building  at  70th  Street  and  the  East  River.  Scheduled  to 
begin  with  demolition  and  excavation  in  July,  the  work  did  not  get  under 
way  actively  until  September  because  of  labor  management  problems 
involving  the  entire  city.  Because  of  the  solid  rock  bed  which  had  to  be 
blasted  out,  progress  in  excavation  was  slow,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year 
the  digging  had  been  completed  and  the  concrete  walls  and  floors  of  the 
basement  were  beginning  to  appear.  The  scene  of  construction  presented 
a  point  of  interest  for  different  members  of  the  hospital  staff  who  kept 
track  of  progress  by  frequent  visits.  Completion  is  scheduled  for  January 


The  making  of  such  visits  was  an  easy  matter  because  of  the  duties 
devolving  upon  members  of  the  orthopaedic  staff  of  the  Hospital  for 
Special  Surgery  of  conducting  five  out-patient  clinics  each  week  at  the 
New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center,  of  operating  the  orlhopaedic 
service  for  in-patients  consisting  of  eight  Pavilion  beds  and  of  teaching  the 
sections  of  third  year  medical  students  who  are  assigned  for  instruction 
in  orthopaedic  principles.  The  teaching  is  carried  out  by  a  series  of 
lectures  and  by  clinical  instruction  in  the  out-patient  department.  This 
is  the  second  year  since  the  assumption  of  responsibility  for  orthopaedic 
activities  at  the  Center  by  the  orthopaedic  staff  of  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery  and  it  can  be  said  that  all  members  fulfilled  their  responsibilities 
and  that  satisfactory  results  were  achieved.  It  is  no  small  accomplishment 
for  our  orthopaedic  staff  to  stretch  itself  to  cover  the  multiple  demands  at 
the  New  York  Hospital  in  addition  to  those  at  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery  and  it  has  been  made  possible  only  by  the  cooperation  and  will- 
ingness of  each  of  the  staff  members  to  give  the  time  and  effort  neces- 
sitated by  the  task.  Nevertheless,  all  are  looking  forward  to  the  day  when 
the  new  hospital  building  will  be  opened  and  all  activities  can  be  con- 
centrated there.

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This  compares  with  total  admissions  of  3363  for  the  year  1952  with  2382 
operations,  of  which  1051  were  on  the  Orthopaedic  Service  and  1331 
were  on  the  Surgical  Service.

The  deaths  occurring  in  the  Hospital  numbered  60  of  which  24  were 
on  the  Surgical  Service,  15  on  the  Orthopaedic  Service  and  21  on  the 
Medical  Service.  Post-mortem  examinations  were  performed  in  24,  or 
45%  of  these  cases,  a  figure  which  more  than  meets  the  requirements  of 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Accreditation  of  Hospitals.  It  should  be  pointed 
out  in  connection  with  these  deaths,  that  in  keeping  with  the  shift  in  our 
population  to  an  increasing  percentage  of  the  older  age  group,  more 
persons  are  being  hospitalized  with  what  are  known  as  terminal  illnesses 
and  that  consequently  a  rise  of  hospital  deaths  is  being  noted  everywhere. 
Not  the  least  of  the  blessings  that  should  result  from  our  move  to  the 
new  hospital,  with  restriction  to  orthopaedics  and  rheumatic  diseases, 
will  be  a  decrease  in  these  melancholic  cases. 


Orthopaedic  Surgery 

The  Orthopaedic  Service  was  honored  by  the  election  of  one  of  its 
staff,  Dr.  T.  Campbell  Thompson  as  President  Elect  of  the  American 
Academy  of  Orthopaedic  Surgeons  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  Chicago 
in  January,  1953.  This  is  the  largest  body  of  qualified  orthopaedic  sur- 
geons in  the  world  with  a  membership  of  2056,  and  the  presidency  is 
conferred  only  on  those  who  are  outstanding  for  attainments  in  teaching, 
research  and  professional  capability.  He  will  assume  office  in  January, 
1954  and  all  of  his  colleagues  join  in  wishing  him  a  successful  term  of 
office.  Dr.  John  Cobb  was  honored  by  being  invited  to  give  a  course  of 
lectures  and  demonstrations  on  the  Treatment  of  Scoliosis  of  7  weeks 
duration  at  the  New  University  Hospital,  Sao  Paulo,  Brazil,  which  was 
well  attended.  He  was  also  able  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Latin- 
American  Society  of  Orthopaedics  and  Traumatology  at  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
Brazil. 

Dr.  Philip  D.  Wilson  attended  the  meeting  of  the  International  Sur- 
gical Society  at  Lisbon,  Portugal  and  spoke  before  the  Portuguese  Ortho- 
paedic Society,  of  which  he  is  an  Honorary  Member.  He  also  delivered 
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a  series  of  three  lectures  under  the  auspices  of  the  Sommer  Memorial 
Foundation  at  Portland,  Oregon. 

From  the  clinical  standpoint,  the  year  was  successful  in  teaching  of  our 
residents,  the  treatment  of  patients  and  the  pursuit  of  investigation.  The 
work  in  the  Hospital  was  about  equally  divided  between  private  and  ser- 
vice patients.  With  the  enormous  increase  of  membership  in  prepaid 
medical  insurance  covering  a  large  share  of  the  cost  of  hospitalization 
and  surgical  fees  there  has  been  noticed  everywhere  a  decline  in  the 
number  of  public  service  patients,  and  a  rise  in  the  number  of  private 
patients.  While  this  shift  is  complimentary  to  our  system  of  capitalistic 
economy  with  resulting  elevation  of  the  living  standards,  it  does  at  the 
same  time,  exact  a  penalty  from  our  resident  training  system  in  decreas- 
ing the  number  of  Service  Patients  who  are  under  resident  control.  Never- 
theless, there  was  an  adequate  number  of  patients  available  for  teaching 
purposes  and  our  residents  obtained  more  than  adequate  experience.  It 
is  none-the-less  evident  that  this  trend  will,  in  the  future,  place  an  increas- 
ing responsibility  upon  our  surgeons  to  develop  better  methods  to  make 
use  of  private  patients  for  teaching  purposes. 

Out-Patient  Department 

The  visits  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  varied  only  slightly  from 
previous  years.  The  numbers  are  shown  comparatively  in  the  following 
figures:

The  various  specialty  clinics  mentioned  in  previous  annual  reports 
were  continued  last  year  and  with  great  success. 

Cerebral  Palsy — Dr.  William  Cooper 

The  number  of  patients  served  was  about  the  same  as  for  1952,  112 
new  and  488  old.  Certain  modifications  of  clinic  procedure  were  intro- 
duced during  the  year  to  provide  greater  attention  to  the  needs  of  the 
parents  as  well  as  the  patients.  This  applied  to  the  admission  procedure 
and  to  a  program  of  group  care  of  the  patients. 

1.  Admission  procedure:  This  involves  2  days  attendance. 
First  day: 

1.  Recording  of  history  and  developmental  data  (by  psychiatrist) . 

2.  Pediatric    examination    (Pediatric    resident    and  Cornell 
student) . 

3.  Social  service  interview. 

4.  Psychometric  examination.  • 
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Second  Day: 

1.  A.M. — Orthopaedic  examination  and  staff  conference. 

2.  P.M. — Conference  with  patient  and  parents  to  discuss  find- 

ings, recommendations,  and  plan  of  treatment. 

2.  Group  program: 

This  is  a  program  for  8  children  of  preschool  age  who  attend  the 
clinic  for  group  activities  only.  Their  parents  meet  elsewhere  in  the 
hospital  at  the  same  time  for  group  discussions  under  the  guidance 
of  a  member  of  the  staff.  A  second  group  of  8  children  is  treated 
with  conventional  individual  therapies  and  will  serve  as  a  control 
group  to  determine  the  value  of  group  versus  individual  care. 

These  new  procedures  have  been  useful  additions  to  the  clinic  program. 
A  research  study  on  Social  and  Emotional  Factors  in  Cerebral  Palsy  was 
started  in  October  1952,  and  will  be  completed  within  the  next  few 
months. 

Club  Foot  Clinic — Dr.  Alexander  Hersh 

There  was  a  total  of  1469  patient  visits  to  this  clinic  during  the  year, 
of  which  194  represented  old  patients  and  67  new  cases.  These  patients 
were  treated  by  careful  correction  in  plaster  and  later  wedging  and 
follow-up  care  except  for  19  who  were  admitted  to  the  Hospital  for 
operative  correction. 

Scoliosis  Clinic — Dr.  John  R.  Cobb 

This  clinic  maintained  the  same  attendance  as  in  former  years  with  a 
total  of  1360  visits  of  which  203  represented  new  cases.  During  the  year 
53  patients  requiring  operative  correction  of  their  spinal  curvatures  were 
admitted  to  the  Hospital.  A  total  of  66  spinal  fusions  were  performed  in 
these  patients  of  which  14  were  two-stage  procedures,  chiefly  in  patients 
with  old  poliomyelitis  and  extensive  and  severe  curvatures. 

Fracture  Clinic — Dr.  R.  L.  Patterson,  Jr. 

There  were  421  visits  to  the  Fracture  Clinic  during  the  year,  of  which 
59  were  new  patients.  During  this  same  period  185  patients  were  ex- 
amined and  treated  in  the  Emergency  Room;  of  which  39  were  referred 
to  the  Clinic  and  the  remainder  either  admitted  to  the  Hospital  or  referred 
to  Surgeons  as  private  or  compensation  cases.  One  hundred  seventy-nine 
patients  with  fractures  or  complications  of  fractures  were  admitted 
directly  to  the  Hospital  either  as  Service  Cases  or  under  Private  Medical 
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care.  All  of  these  patients  were  used  for  education  and  training  of  our 
Residents.  On  these  patients  111  operations  were  performed. 

Hand  Clinic — Dr.  L.  Ramsay  Straub 

The  Hand  Clinic  passed  through  its  second  year  with  good  growth. 
There  were  63  referrals,  27  new  cases  and  218  revisits  during  the  year. 
The  establishment  of  this  clinic  has  been  more  than  justified  by  the 
interest  of  the  clinical  material  that  has  been  segregated  and  by  its 
teaching  value.  It  is  bound  to  be  of  increasing  value  as  time  passes  and 
its  reputation  grows. 


Amputee  Clinic — Dr.  T.  C.  Thompson,  Dr.  J.  Lawrence 

The  work  in  the  amputation  clinic  was  carried  on  very  much  on  the 
same  pattern  as  was  described  previously.  Figures  for  the  year  show  a 
total  of  553  visits  of  which  100  were  new  cases,  126  first  visits  and  327 
revisits.

General  Surgery 

Dr.  John  E.  Sullivan,  Chief  of  Service 

The  only  change  worthy  of  note  on  the  Surgical  Service  during  the 
year  was  the  appointment  of  Dr.  John  L.  Pool  as  Attending  Surgeon.  He 
specializes  in  neoplastic  diseases  of  the  chest. 

The  surgical  resident  service  is  still  operated  on  an  affiliated  basis  with 
New  York  Hospital,  two  new  residents  rotating  to  our  service  every  two 
months.  This  has  provided  excellent  coverage  of  our  patients  and  valuable 
incentive  to  teaching.  Surgical  conferences  are  held  each  Friday  morning 
where  all  interesting  cases  are  discussed  regardless  of  whether  ward  or 
private.  Deaths  and  surgical  complications  are  discussed  in  detail. 

During  the  year  318  operations  were  performed  on  the  Ward  Service 
and  1056  on  the  private  service  for  a  total  of  1374.  This  compares  with 
1561  in  1952  of  which  455  were  ward  patients  and  1106  private.  The 
decrease  in  the  number  of  ward  patients  and  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  private  patients  during  the  last  year  reflects  the  increase  in  the  amount 
of  prepaid  Health  Insurance  which  allows  private  patient  privileges  to 
many  more  than  formerly.

Department  of  Internal  Medicine  and  Pediatrics 

Dr.  Richard  Freyberg,  Chief  of  Service,  Dr.  Helen  Harrington,  Pedia- 
trician. 

The  Department  of  Internal  Medicine  and  Pediatrics  has  been  operating 
under  the  same  divisions  of  activity  as  in  previous  recent  years.  The 
ward  service  for  medical  patients  was  slightly  less  active  during  the  year 
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1953  for  several  reasons  including  a  decreased  clinical  research  program, 
a  smaller  house  staff,  and  general  reduction  in  funds  for  prolonged  hos- 
pitalization. There  were  103  patients  admitted  to  the  medical  service  on 
the  ward,  and  340  private  patients  were  hospitalized  under  the  care  of 
the  staff  in  Internal  Medicine.  A  very  active  consultation  service  was 
conducted  in  which  aid  was  given  to  patients  hospitalized  on  one  of  the 
specialty  surgical  services,  for  diagnosis  and/or  treatment  of  medical 
complications. 

The  children  in  the  hospital  were  cared  for  in  the  various  surgical 
services,  with  the  specialized  service  from  a  qualified  pediatrician  staff 
including  resident  pediatricians  from  New  York  Hospital  who  rotated 
through  the  service,  each  serving  for  the  period  of  one  month,  except  for 
the  slack  summer  months.  The  specialty  clinic  for  Pediatrics  was  con- 
ducted two  days  a  week  at  the  time  of  Orthopaedic  Clinic  sessions  in 
order  to  give  maximal  aid  to  the  crippled  children  cared  for  in  that 
surgical  service.  No  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Pediatrics  visiting 
staff  were  made  during  the  year. 

The  three  clinic  sessions  for  general  internal  medicine  problems  were 
conducted  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  mornings  as  in  recent 
years.  There  has  been  a  gradually  increasing  number  of  patients  attending 
these  clinics  staffed  by  the  same  personnel  as  in  the  past  year.  One 
specialty  clinic  in  Neurology  has  been  held  each  week  on  Wednesday 
mornings  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Moldaver.  The  Arthritis  Clinic  has 
conducted  active  sessions  each  Tuesday  and  Friday  morning  with  a  staff 
of  twelve  physicians  in  attendance  at  each  meeting. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  chief  research  interests  of  this  department 
have  been  in  problems  of  rheumatic  disease.  The  investigative  program 
has  been  considerably  reduced  during  this  year,  because  many  of  the 
problems  have  been  completed  and  time  has  been  taken  to  summarize 
results  and  outline  plans  for  new  problems.  Among  the  finished  research 
work  were  two  projects  summarized  and  reported  at  the  Eighth  Inter- 
national Congress  on  Rheumatic  Diseases  held  in  Geneva,  Switzerland: 
1.  "A  Critical  Appraisal  of  Intra-Articular  Hydrocortisone",  and  2. 
"Metabolic  Studies  of  Radio-Active  Cortisone  H-3  in  Patients  with 
Rheumatoid  Arthritis".  The  latter  investigation  was  done  in  collaboration 
with  investigators  at  Memorial  Hospital  for  Cancer  and  Allied  Conditions. 
Many  clinical  investigations  are  continuing,  aimed  to  define  the  value 
and  limitations  of  suggested  new  treatments  for  various  types  of  rheu- 
matic disease. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  grants-in-aid  of  our  research  program  which 
have  been  continued  by  the  Institutes  of  Health,  Public  Health  Service, 
and  the  Fund  for  Research  in  Rheumatic  Diseases  (anonymous)  and  for 
the  renewal  of  a  grant  from  the  New  York  Chapter  of  the  Arthritis  and 
Rheumatism  Foundation.  With  these  aids  the  work  of  the  Research  Lab- 
oratory has  been  continued  and  the  Research  Fellowship  program  main- 
tained. 
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The  following  changes  in  the  staff  of  the  Department  of  Medicine  have 
occurred:  Dr.  Carl  Stevenson  was  given  a  leave  of  absence  upon  his 
reactivation  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  United  States  Navy;  Dr.  Tayyar 
Kuscu  terminated  services  as  senior  Research  Fellow  in  Rheumatic  Dis- 
eases and  returned  to  practice  in  his  native  land — Turkey;  Dr.  Jacques 
Toussaint  finished  a  year  of  residency  and  after  a  four-month  holiday 
returned  to  the  position  of  Research  Fellow  in  Rheumatic  Diseases. 

The  entire  staff  of  this  department  has  been  enthusiastically  making 
plans  for  the  changes  appropriate  to  the  development  of  a  consolidated 
program  of  clinical  activities  and  research  under  the  altered  pattern  of 
activities  in  the  New  Hospital  for  Special  Surgery  contemplated  to  begin 
at  the  end  of  the  coming  year.

Department  of  Physical  Medicine 
K.  G.  Hansson,  M.D.,  Director 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  has  rendered  its  usual  services  to 
the  hospital  and  its  patients.  Although  the  turnover  of  therapists  in  our 
Department  is  comparatively  low,  we  have  had  a  few  changes.  We  are 
sorry  to  lose  Mrs.  Rose  Booth,  one  of  our  polio  therapists  who  has  been 
replaced  by  Miss  Jean  Hicks.  Mrs.  Astrid  Scheen,  our  exchange  student 
from  Norway,  will  be  returning  soon  after  a  year  of  training  in  our 
Department.  We  hope  that  she  has  benefitted  from  her  stay  with  us. 

In  cooperation  with  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis 
we  have  added  to  our  staff  Dr.  Margaret  Kenrick  in  the  capacity  of 
resident.  In  addition  to  her  other  duties  she  has  been  testing  a  new 
machine,  a  sonic  generator,  on  polio  patients.  With  Dr.  Austlid  still 
continuing,  this  increases  our  resident  staff  to  two. 

The  carry-over  of  the  polio  patients  from  1952  filled  Wards  5D  and  63 
until  June.  Again,  the  incidence  of  polio  in  the  New  York  area  has  been 
comparatively  low  this  year.  However,  to  date  our  thirty-two  beds  have 
been  in  constant  demand  with  some  overflow  to  other  wards. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  more  patients  referred  to  us  for 
rehabilitation  than  previously.  The  gymnasium  and  therapeutic  pool 
have  been  functioning  to  full  capacity  most  of  the  time.  Rehabilitation 
has  necessitated  closer  cooperation  from  various  departments  due  to  full 
day  programs  including  gymnasium,  pool,  floor  activities  and  Occupa- 
tional Therapy.  Mr.  George  Bloomer  should  be  commended  for  pro- 
gressive leadership  in  this  direction. 

Occupational  Therapy — (Miss  D.  E.  Nichols) 

Records  for  the  year  1953  show  that  530  patients  received  7,492  treat- 
ments. These  were  divided  into  the  following  groups — 182  patients  re- 
ceived 2,945  functional  treatments  and  348  patients  received  4,547  diver- 
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sional  treatments.  These  functional  treatments  were  given  not  only  to 
patients  in  the  hospital  but  also  to  out-patients  sent  from  the  clinics.  The 
in-patients  received  1,732  and  the  out-patients  received  1,213  treatments. 

Comparison  of  these  figures  with  those  of  1952  show  a  large  increase. 
This  increase  is  approximately  50  additional  patients.  1,000  more  func- 
tional treatments  and  1,500  more  diversional  treatments  or  5%  increase 
in  patients  and  10%  increase  in  treatments. 

An  analysis  of  our  referral  shows  that  our  functional  cases  were  sent 
to  us  as  follows:  20%  as  private  patients  of  attending  doctors;  15%  as 
referred  from  Amputee  Clinic  paid  for  by  the  Division  of  Vocational 
Rehabilitation;  15%  as  referred  from  Hand  Clinic;  10%  as  from  all  the 
other  orthopaedic  clinics;  6%  as  from  Arthritis  Clinic;  15%  as  referred 
by  the  Physical  Medicine  Department;  10%  as  referred  by  Dr.  Hansson 
from  the  Polio  wards  paid  for  by  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile 
Paralysis;  6%  as  referred  from  the  Arthritic  wards;  and  only  3%  from 
all  the  other  orthopaedic  wards.  The  fact  that  20%  of  our  cases  were 
private  cases  sent  by  our  attending  physicians  set  an  example  for  the 
resident  doctors.  A  therapist  always  attends  Amputee  and  Hand  Clinic 
and  is  thus  able  to  work  directly  with  the  doctors  and  all  others  working 
on  the  cases. 

Our  Occupational  Therapy  Department  is  approved  by  the  American 
Occupational  Therapy  Association  for  students  training.  This  year  we 
have  had  12  students  from  the  following  schools  and  universities:  The 
Boston  School  of  Occupational  Therapy,  the  Philadelphia  School  of 
Occupational  Therapy,  New  York  University  and  Wisconsin  University. 

A  Social  Service  worker  from  the  Hospital  das  Clinicas,  which  is  con- 
nected with  the  University  of  Sao  Paulo,  spent  nine  months  studying  here. 
She  will  be  in  charge  of  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department  in  her 
own  hospital  upon  her  return  to  Brazil. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  participated  in  some  of  the  work  of  the 
Public  Relations  Department  during  the  year.  On  one  television  program. 
Dr.  L.  Ramsay  Straub  explained  why  an  Occupational  Therapy  depart- 
ment was  essential  in  an  orthopaedic  hospital.  Four  patients  demon- 
strated the  use  of  crafts  during  treatments  for  Arthritis,  Polio,  Amputa- 
tions and  nerve  injuries  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Nichols.  Dr. 
Alexander  Hersh  explained  the  demonstrations  and  was  interviewed  by 
Ed  Sullivan.  The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  helped  the  children 
make  a  horse  shoe  of  34  individual  corsages  of  paper  flowers  which  was 
presented  to  Hopalong  Cassidy  for  his  horse  Topper,  at  a  birthday 
celebration  here  at  the  hospital.  We  also  made  gifts  which  were  presented 
to  Ed  Sullivan  and  the  children  of  Mayor  Wagner,  during  other  hospital 
programs. 

We  have  had  three  volunteers  during  the  year  who  have  taken  courses, 
donated  gifts,  or  given  generously  of  their  time  to  help  us  in  every  way 
possible. 
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Department  of  Roentgenology 
Dr.  Harold  Jacobson,  Director 

During  1953  the  Department  of  Roentgenology  was  concerned  with 
several  important  changes.  The  use  of  Radiotherapy  in  this  Department 
was  discontinued,  and  in  its  place  another  diagnostic  X-ray  room  utiliz- 
ing the  latest  in  equipment  was  opened.  The  added  facilities  provided  for 
the  Hospital  and  staff  has  resulted  in  a  significant  increase  in  the  volume 
of  the  work  performed  in  this  Department  since  May  1953.  In  addition, 
a  laminograph  was  installed  and  has  proved  efficacious  in  a  number  of 
instances  in  Roentgen  diagnostic  procedures.  Additional  personnel  in- 
cluding an  X-ray  technician,  a  dark  room  technician  and  a  file  clerk 
have  been  added. 

In  October  a  formal  affiliation  with  the  Department  of  Radiology  of 
the  New  York  Hospital-Cornell  Medical  Center  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  John  Evans  was  cemented  by  the  assignment  of  the  first  resident, 
Dr.  Earle  C.  Herbert  under  a  program  of  rotating  a  new  resident  every 
three  months  for  training  in  Diagnosis  of  Lesions  of  the  Bones  and  Joints. 
A  connection  has  also  been  established  with  the  Department  of  Radiology 
of  the  Roosevelt  Hospital  on  the  same  kind  of  rotating  basis  for  three- 
month  periods.  Additionally,  there  is  an  arrangement  that  has  been  made 
with  the  Arthritis  Group  of  the  New  York  University-Bellevue  Medical 
Center  for  two  physicians  to  be  assigned  to  our  Department  as  observers 
one  day  each  week.  The  stimulus  of  teaching  younger  men  in  Radiology 
is  of  benefit  to  all  the  members  of  our  staff. 

Investigative  work  dealing  with  the  Roentgen  aspects  of  diseases  of 
bones  and  joints  is  being  carried  on  by  members  of  our  staff  in  a  number 
of  areas,  and  the  results  are  being  published  in  the  current  medical 
journals. 

Department  of  Laboratories 
Milton  Helpern,  M.D.,  Director 

The  total  number  of  routine  laboratory  determinations  was  50,877, 
which  is  slightly  less  than  the  total  of  51,671  performed  in  1952.  There 
was  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  tests  in  the  various  categories 
with  the  exception  of  blood  typing.  The  number  of  tests  to  determine  the 
Major  Group  and  Rh  type,  and  cross-matching  tests  in  connection  with 
blood  transfusion  increased.  Thus  in  1953,  there  were  1,543  Major  blood 
group  and  1,543  Rh  type  determinations  as  compared  with  816  of  such 
determinations  in  1952;  and  there  were  1,329  cross-matching  tests  in 
1953  as  compared  to  1,272  cross-matching  tests  done  in  1952. 

A  total  of  752  transfusions  was  given.  Dr.  Schittone,  haematologist, 
reports  that  in  November,  1953  a  series  of  seven  cases  of  urticaria, 
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pruritis  and  angioneurotic  edema  developed  after  the  patients  had  re- 
ceived blood  transfusions.  These  were  noted  to  be  typical  allergy  reac- 
tions which  were  relieved  promptly  by  the  administration  of  an  anti- 
histaminic.  All  of  these  reactions  were  traced  to  one  blood  bank  source 
and  found  to  be  caused  by  an  anti-coagulant  which  had  been  used  in 
one  lot  of  bottles  in  which  blood  was  collected  and  dispensed. 

In  connection  with  the  cross-matching  tests  on  blood  prior  to  trans- 
fusion. Dr.  Schittone  has  asked  to  have  noted  that  the  cross-matching  tests 
since  1952  have  included  the  most  sensitive  tests  known  today  for  the 
detection  of  antibodies  which  might  cause  a  reaction  in  a  patient  receiv- 
ing a  blood  transfusion.  Coomb's  antiglobulin  is  now  employed  in  the 
routine  cross-matching  procedures  and  the  test  as  carried  out  will  detect 
"blocked"  antibodies  which  react  in  a  high  protein  medium,  in  addition 
to  the  antibodies  reacting  in  a  saline  medium.  The  Coomb's  test  as  now 
carried  out  has  resulted  in  the  screening  out  of  many  incompatible  bloods 
which  would  have  appeared  compatible  by  routine  cross-matching  pro- 
cedures. Thus  many  possible  transfusion  reactions  have  been  avoided. 

Dr.  Schittone  reports  that  she  has  refined  the  technic  of  searching  for 
Lupus  Erythematosus  cells  in  the  blood  by  using  both  clotted  and  oxalated 
blood  and  making  preparations  at  the  end  of  two,  six,  and  twenty-four 
hour  periods.  With  this  technic  LE  cells  have  been  detected  in  some  cases 
previously  reported  negative. 

Dr.  Schittone  performed  36  diagnostic  bone  marrow  punctures  in 
hospital  cases  during  the  year. 

The  orthopaedic  and  general  surgical  material  submitted  to  the  lab- 
oratory and  also  the  autopsies  were  again  of  considerable  interest.  The 
interesting  cases  were  catalogued  and  placed  in  the  teaching  files  of 
Orthopaedic  Pathology  available  to  the  resident  and  visiting  staffs  for 
reference  and  study.  Surgical  specimens  numbering  940  were  submitted 
for  pathologic  diagnosis.  From  these  tissues,  2,486  tissue  blocks  and  a 
total  of  4,502  histologic  slides  were  prepared.  In  addition  308  hernial 
sacs  were  examined  grossly.  Only  8  smears  were  submitted  for  study  of 
exfoliated  cells  by  the  Papanicolaou  technic. 

Biochemical  Research  Program — Dr.  Charles  J.  Umberger,  Director 

During  the  year  a  large  volume  of  laboratory  work  consisting  of  routine 
chemistries  and  ultra-violet  absorptive  analyses  were  made  on  a  series  of 
fifteen  patients  studied  pre  and  post-operatively  in  an  attempt  to  deter- 
mine the  best  method  of  evaluating  shock  or  stress  following  surgery. 
Most  of  the  data  collected  was  included  in  the  1952  report. 

As  a  result  of  the  ultra-violet  analyses,  it  was  found  that  co-incident 
with  electrolyte,  carbohydrate  nitrogen  loss  and  eosinophile  changes  that 
occurred  post-operatively  during  the  stage  which  chemically  and  clinically 
was  characteristic  for  the  stress  phase  of  the  post-operative  course,  the 
acid  urine  fraction  on  which  analyses  for  ketosteroids  were  being  made, 
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showed  two  distinct  absorption  bands.  The  one  occurring  at  260  milli- 
microns appeared  at  the  time  corresponding  to  maximum  stress  while 
during  the  recovery  phase,  the  260  band  disappeared  and  one  at  285 
millicrons  appeared.  These  absorption  bands  are  indicative  of  an  organic 
compound  excreted  in  the  urine  as  a  result  of  some  metabolic  process 
which  resulted  from  or  was  associated  with  the  reaction  of  the  body  to 
trauma.  The  absorption  phenomenon  was  shown  not  to  be  normal  by 
the  failure  to  find  absorption  in  the  acid  urinary  fraction  of  patients  and 
controls  that  had  not  undergone  surgery. 

The  results  of  stress  work  was  reported  at  the  Hospital  for  Special 
Surgery  Alumni  Meeting,  November  20,  1953.  Also,  one  paper  was 
published  entitled  "Adrenocortical  Response  in  Operative  Procedures, 
Upon  the  Bones  and  Joints",  J.  Bone  &  Joint  Surg.  35-A:559-572,  July, 
1953. 

After  it  was  established  that  the  appearance  of  these  absorption  bands 
were  related  to  the  stress  mechanism,  the  immediate  problem  was  to 
isolate  and  identify  them  in  order  to  be  able  to  draw  some  conclusions 
concerning  the  anabolic  process  from  the  structure  of  the  absorbing  com- 
ponent. This  study  was  started  in  the  early  part  of  1953  and  has  con- 
tinued to  the  present.  The  type  of  work  involved  is  quite  different  from 
the  usual  chemical  determinations.  The  first  step  was  to  work  out  a 
method  for  partial  purification.  All  manner  of  solvents  were  studied  in 
an  attempt  to  remove  non-essential  urinary  products  by  solvent  extrac- 
tion. Vacuum  sublimation  and  vacuum  distillation  procedures  were  in- 
vestigated. A  complicated  procedure  involving  serial  solvent  extraction 
and  vacuum  sublimation  was  finally  adopted.  Patients  were  then  screened 
post-operatively  in  order  to  pick  out  the  urine  sample  containing  these 
absorbing  metabolites.  They  were  processed,  pooled,  and  retreated  by  the 
purification  procedure.  Special  chemical  tests  to  detect  generic  type  were 
applied  to  the  fractions.  To  date,  four  separate  compounds  not  previously 
described  in  the  literature  have  been  recognized.  Although  the  separate 
fractions  are  still  not  pure  enough  to  attempt  analyses  to  determine  the 
chemical  structure  of  the  isolated  substances,  the  progress  so  far  indi- 
cates that  they  will  eventually  be  isolated  in  pure  form. 

This  type  of  laboratory  work  can  not  be  evaluated  in  terms  of  the 
number  of  chemical  tests  performed.  If  each  step,  either  in  the  purifica- 
tion or  in  screening  tests  on  the  fractions  were  tabulated  in  a  manner 
analogous  to  that  for  the  routine  laboratory  testing,  the  number  would 
run  into  the  thousands.  On  the  other  hand,  the  entire  problem  is  one 
process  and  could  be  considered  as  a  single  test  not  yet  completed. 

There  were  a  number  of  clinical  chemical  tests  carried  out  as  a  check 
on  previous  work  that  are  numerically  tabulated  and  will  appear  with 
the  laboratory  data. 

In  addition  to  the  problem  on  post-operative  stress,  a  separate  investi- 
gation on  joint  fluid  in  rheumatic  cases  undergoing  hydrocortone  therapy 
was  completed.  In  all,  about  285  joint  fluids  were  analyzed  for  hydro- 
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cortone.  This  work  was  done  this  year  and  presented  by  Dr.  Marjorie 
Patterson  at  the  November,  1953  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association. 

Medical  Library 

The  Medical  Library  purchased  20  new  books  during  the  year  and 
received  six  others  as  gifts.  We  now  subscribe  to  52  journals  and  an 
additional  7  are  contributed  thus  making  a  total  of  59  periodicals  re- 
ceived each  month. 

The  Medical  Library  has  been  used  by  many  members  of  the  Attending 
Staff  as  well  as  by  the  Residents,  the  Nursing  Staff,  students  of  Occupa- 
tional Therapy  and  other  hospital  personnel.  We  have  endeavored  in  so 
far  as  possible  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  various  research  projects  cur- 
rently in  progress  and  have  augmented  our  facilities  by  borrowing  from 
other  members  of  the  Medical  Library  Association. 

The  number  of  written  and  telephone  requests  for  references  and 
abstracts  from  the  United  States  and  foreign  countries  continues  to  be 
considerable. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  wish,  in  behalf  of  the  Medical  Staff,  to  ack- 
nowledge our  thanks  for  the  close  harmonious  support  we  have  con- 
stantly received  from  the  President  and  all  members  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  the  cooperation  and  help  of  the  Hospital  Director  and  of  the 
Directress  of  Nursing  and  all  of  her  nursing  staff.  I  wish  also  to  state 
that  all  of  the  members  of  the  hospital  staff,  no  matter  how  large  or  small 
their  particular  labor  or  contribution  of  service  have  all  done  a  grand 
job  in  helping  us  take  care  of  patients  and  in  making  this  a  pleasant 
place  wherein  to  work.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 


Our  Hospital,  in  its  Ninetieth  Report,  continued  to  meet  the  demands 
of  a  growing  hospital  and  health  service.  We  had  to  face  the  challenges 
of  constant  changing  economic  and  medical  advances.  Because  of  these 
advances  and  changes,  hospital  costs  continued  to  rise.  Nevertheless,  dur- 
ing the  year  we  had  a  much  better  balance  between  income  and  expense; 
and  our  non-operating  income  came  near  to  covering  the  deficit. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  we  made  a  complete  study  of  our  Account- 
ing Department  and  our  accounts  receivable.  At  the  same  time  we  en- 
gaged the  firm  of  Greenman  &  MacNicol  to  audit  our  books  and  to  assist 
us  with  their  years  of  experience  in  hospital  accounting  resulting  in  an 
improvement  in  our  accounting  procedures  and  a  better  collection  of  our 
accounts.  Mr.  Norman  Bolotin,  formerly  with  the  Beth  Israel  Hospital, 
was  appointed  to  fill  the  position  as  Assistant  Director  in  charge  of 
accounts,  and  under  his  direction  the  department  has  made  satisfactory 
advances.

The  Summary  of  Statistics  reveals  that  we  have  had  a  busy  year.  Even 
though  only  three  years'  comparison  is  given  in  this  report,  a  study  of 
the  patient  load  over  the  past  ten  years  shows  that  the  combined  figure 
of  in-patients  and  out-patients  for  1953  exceeds  any  other  in  the  last 
decade.  Although  we  have  admitted  less  patients,  the  number  of  patient 
days  has  risen  as  well  as  the  average  length  of  stay  and  the  percentage 
of  occupancy. 

Due  to  our  contemplated  move  to  our  new  hospital  at  the  end  of  1954, 
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no  major  structural  changes  or  improvements  have  been  made  in  our 
buildings  except  for  the  installation  of  a  new  x-ray  diagnostic  unit  to 
meet  the  ever  increasing  load  of  x-ray  requirements.  This  new  diagnostic 
unit  has  not  only  provided  additional  income,  but  it  will  be  installed  as 
one  of  the  units  in  the  new  hospital. 

STAFF  CHANGES 

The  end  of  the  year  brought  with  it  certain  changes  in  our  Administra- 
tive Staff.  Mrs.  Cecelia  Miranda,  Record  Librarian,  resigned  after  ten 
years  of  faithful  and  devoted  service.  Her  assistant,  Miss  Isabelle  Moss, 
has  been  promoted  to  Acting  Record  Librarian. 

We  regret  to  announce  that  our  chaplains,  the  Rev.  Lockett  F.  Ballard 
and  Rabbi  Lewis  B.  Grossman,  who  ministered  so  devotedly  to  our 
patients,  have  accepted  calls  to  pulpits  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  We 
wish  them  both  happiness  and  success  in  their  undertakings. 

Mrs.  Lee  L.  Cornell  came  to  us  as  Director  of  the  Building  Fund.  Not 
only  has  she  done  a  commendable  piece  of  work  on  the  Building  Fund 
Campaign,  but  we  have  all  found  her  a  most  congenial  co-worker  in  our 
efforts  to  be  of  service  to  our  patients  and  the  community  which  we  serve. 

One  social  affair  that  stands  out  each  year  is  the  Annual  Hospital  Dance 
which  we  again  held  at  the  Essex  House  on  the  evening  of  October  30th. 
It  was  a  gala  evening  for  all  those  who  attended.  We  once  again  salute  the 
Dance  Committee. 

VOLUNTEERS 

Sixteen  departments  of  our  hospital  last  year  received  16,182  hours  of 
valuable  assistance  from  our  Department  of  Volunteers.  The  most  service 
was  given  to  our  clinics  in  the  O.P.D.  receiving  3,850  hours  of  help  from 
28  volunteers.  To  our  "old"  volunteers,  we  again  render  our  humble 
thanks  for  their  ever  continuing  help.  To  our  "new"  volunteers,  may  they 
want  to  continue  to  help  us  fill  the  niches  so  essential  to  the  operation  of 
our  hospital.  We  need  them  on  our  team. 

In  conclusion,  no  one  could  have  directed  the  administration  of  our 
hospital  for  the  active  year  of  1953  without  the  firm  and  construclive 
loyalty  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  Women's  Auxiliary-Social  Service 
Committee,  the  Professional  Staff  and  the  employed  members  of  our 
hospital.  To  each,  I  am  extremely  grateful.

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REPORT  OF  CHAIRMAN, 
WOMEN'S  AUXILIARY-SOCIAL  SERVICE  COMMITTEE 

About  two  months  ago,  I  was  told  by  an  associate  of  my  orthopedic 
surgeon  that  the  only  way  to  cure  my  fractured  foot  was  to  go  to  bed  and 
have  said  foot  hung  from  the  ceiling.  The  mere  thought  of  such  treatment 
horrified  me.  I  asked  the  following:  "How  will  it  be  possible  for  me  to 
write  my  Annual  Report  in  that  position?"  Well,  quite  frankly,  he  was 
nonplussed  by  my  question.  Needless  to  say,  such  a  dire  operation  did 
not  occur,  and  I  am  still  limping  around  but  able  to  use  my  right  hand. 
I  won't  say  "write"  because  I  think  that  is  a  rather  questionable  statement 
for  me  to  make.  So  hence  we  go  on  with  the  reports  of  the  Chairman  and 
Directors. 

We  regret  that  four  members  of  our  Women's  Auxiliary  resigned  to 
move  to  other  climes.  I  have  a  feeling  that  if  the  temperature  in  New  York 
were  more  like  California  or  Florida,  at  least  three  would  have  remained 
with  us;  or  perhaps  this  is  just  wishful  thinking  on  my  part.  Mrs.  Horace 
Howland  moved  to  Ohio.  Mrs.  Paul  Stevenson  and  Mrs.  Elmore  Higgins 
have  moved  to  sunny  California,  and  Mrs.  Arthur  Nelson  and  her  hus- 
band have  taken  their  entire  family  to  Florida,  permanently.  We  are 
indeed  at  a  loss  how  to  replace  these  capable  members  of  our  Board. 

I  want  to  say  now  that  there  are  many  services  essential  to  the  total  care 
of  our  patients,  which  are  only  available  because  of  the  splendid  co- 
operation of  our  Social  Service  Department  with  the  many  public  and 
private  agencies  in  New  York  City.  The  following  agencies  have  been 
especially  useful  to  the  Social  Service  Department  of  this  Hospital 
throughout  the  past  year:

Participation  in  committee  activities  of  community  agencies  and  pro- 
fessional organizations  is  another  time-consuming  but  very  important 
function  of  the  medical  social  worker.  It  is  through  membership  on  active 
and  stimulating  committees  that  the  medical  social  worker  gains  an  in- 
sight into  community-wide  problems  and  widens  her  horizon  of  under- 
standing. Committee  membership  takes  time,  but  has  so  many  different 
values  in  line  with  staff  education  that  we  encourage  our  social  workers 
to  accept  committee  responsibility.  During  1953,  the  Social  Service  De- 
partment was  represented  on  the  following  committees :

During  the  past  year,  the  Social  Service  Department  has  been  the  grate- 
ful recipient  of  funds  given  by  friends  of  the  department  for  designated 
purposes.  If  it  were  possible,  we  would  like  to  mention  each  gift,  for  every 
contribution  represents  constructive  interest  in  the  program  of  the  Social 
Service  Department. 

Mr.  David  Baird  has  continued  his  frequent  and  generous  contributions 
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which  are  designated  for  the  direct  relief  of  patients;  the  Baird  Direct 
Relief  Fund  has  also  been  used  to  assist  with  our  summer  camping  pro- 
gram: Mr.  Baird  has  continued  to  be  the  chief  support  of  the  John  E. 
Sullivan  Fund,  which  is  used  for  patients  who  are  under  care  of  the 
Surgical  Services.  The  Robert  Lee  Patterson  Fund  is  unrestricted  and 
may  be  used  for  any  purpose  designated  by  the  Director  of  Social  Service. 
We  are  grateful  for  the  James  Alexander  Fund,  which  provides  medica- 
tions for  needy  patients  who  cannot  afford  to  buy  the  medicines  prescribed 
for  them  by  our  doctors.  Miss  Sarah  C.  Hill's  fund  for  old  patients  is  a 
great  help,  since  most  of  our  funds  are  given  for  children,  not  adults. 
In  October,  1953,  the  Josephine  Karet  League,  Inc.  sent  its  annual  check 
amounting  to  $900.00  to  be  used  for  appliances,  orthopedic  shoes,  and 
other  assistance  for  handicapped  children.  Patients  who  attend  the 
Cerebral  Palsy  Clinic  are  assisted  by  funds  which  come  from  the  Royal 
Aid  League,  Inc.  The  Ruth  Kirzon  Group  has  made  frequent  donations 
of  children's  clothing,  and,  in  addition,  contributed  to  camping  expenses 
for  children  from  this  hospital.  The  Hearst  Free  Milk  Fund  has  provided 
6,377  quarts  of  milk  for  poor  families  with  young  children;  at  the  current 
cost  of  milk,  this  represents  a  very  considerable  contribution.  Each  month, 
we  receive  from  the  Walter  Scott  Foundation  a  most  generous  check  to 
be  used  for  appliances,  shoes,  and  other  needs  of  children;  in  addition, 
nineteen  of  our  clinic  children  enjoyed  a  month  of  camping  at  the  Lulu 
Thorley-Lyons  Home  in  Claverack,  New  York,  which  is  conducted  by 
the  Walter  Scott  Foundation.  For  many  years,  the  Reta  Violet  Bridge 
Club  has  given  a  gay  and  beautiful  Christmas  party  for  the  hospital 
children,  complete  with  refreshments,  gifts  and  Santa  Claus;  in  addition 
to  this  special  Christmas  party,  the  ladies  of  the  Club  come  each  month 
to  the  Hospital  to  give  a  party  for  the  ward  children.  It  is  difficult  to 
express  with  words  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  for  the  many  wonder- 
ful things  that  friends  of  the  Social  Service  Department  do  for  our 
patients. 

We  are  proud  of  our  Volunteer  Department  which  shows  an  increase 
of  612  hours  over  last  year.  95  volunteers  worked  in  16  departments  and 
gave  16,182  hours.  I  wish  it  were  possible  for  me  to  mention  every  volun- 
teer individually  and  just  what  they  have  accomplished  during  the  past 
years.  However,  I  am  afraid  if  I  attempted  any  such  feat,  my  report  would 
be  much  too  long.  However,  I  do  want  to  speak  about  the  comparatively 
low  turnover  among  our  volunteers.  The  figures  are  shown  below  and  I 
hope  they  will  be  of  interest  to  everyone.

On  October  1st,  Mrs.  Elms  resigned  as  Director  of  Volunteers.  She 
wished  to  be  relieved  of  some  of  the  responsibilities  which  her  position 
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entailed.  It  was  with  great  reluctance  that  her  resignation  was  accepted. 
Mrs.  McCabe  was  appointed  as  Director  and  Mrs.  Elms  is  continuing  in 
the  Department  as  Assistant  Director.  However,  she  contributes  the  same 
long  hours  that  she  has  given  our  Hospital  for  the  last  14  years. 

The  Occupational  Therapy  Department  gives  the  following  statistics 
for  this  past  year.  530  patients  received  7,492  treatments.  These  were 
divided  as  follows:  4,547  were  for  diversional  treatment  and  2,945  for 
functional  treatment.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  our  department  is  a 
center  approved  by  the  Occupational  Therapy  Association  for  the  training 
of  students.  This  year  we  have  had  12  students  from  the  Boston  and 
Philadelphia  Schools  of  Occupational  Therapy  and  the  New  York  and 
Wisconsin  Universities. 

A  social  service  worker,  who  was  employed  at  the  Hospital  das  Clinicas 
which  is  connected  with  the  University  of  Sao  Paulo  of  Brazil,  came  to  us 
for  nine  months  of  study  in  occupational  therapy.  When  she  returns 
home,  she  will  open  a  department  for  occupational  therapy.  Our  Hospital 
sent  some  of  our  therapists  to  an  Institute  on  neurological  disabilities. 
This  Institute  was  given  jointly  by  the  New  York  State  Association  of 
Occupational  Therapy  and  the  Physical  Therapy  Association,  both  of 
which  were  sponsored  by  the  United  Hospital  Fund. 

The  Library  functions  smoothly  and  efficiently,  due  to  its  Chairman, 
Mrs.  Osborne.  While  she  was  ill,  her  substitute,  Mrs.  Hoepli,  and  all  the 
Library  volunteers  worked  hard  and  efficiently.  In  1952,  they  served 
12,207  patients  (adult  and  children)  and  staff.  At  that  time,  the  circula- 
tion was  19,314  books,  magazines,  etc.  In  1953,  12,679  patients,  etc. 
were  served  and  the  circulation  rose  to  20,176. 

The  Corner  Shop  has  continued  its  excellent  service  to  the  patients, 
personnel  and  visitors  of  the  hospital.  In  about  a  year,  we  hope  to  move 
to  our  new  building  where  the  Shop  will  have  much  more  space  and,  in 
addition,  a  splendid  closet  for  supplies;  at  last  this  will  enable  us  to  have 
adequate  space  for  display. 

A  friend  of  the  hospital,  who  shall  remain  anonymous,  recently  gave 
us  a  beautiful  cart,  which  was  designed  and  built  by  a  cabinet  maker. 
Miss  Compton,  one  of  our  volunteers  takes  the  cart  to  all  the  wards  every 
day,  including  Sundays.  She  is  very  popular  with  the  patients  and 
does  an  outstanding  job  for  us.  Needless  to  say,  we  are  very  grateful  to 
her  for  giving  us  so  much  of  her  time,  and  to  all  other  volunteers  who 
help  daily. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  add  that  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  have 

the  departments  that  are  directly  under  the  Women's  Auxiliary  function 

as  smoothly  as  they  have  done  during  the  past  year  if  it  had  not  been  for 

the  splendid  cooperation  and  help  which  has  been  given  us  by  the  Board 

of  Managers,  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Medical  Staff.  We  are 

most  grateful  to  them  all.   „         ,  ,,      ,    .  ,

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOCIAL  SERVICE  DEPARTMENT 


1953  has  been  a  year  of  challenge  and  accomplishment  for  the  Social 
Service  Department.  There  have  been  increasing  requests  from  our 
physicians  for  case  work  and  consultative  services,  better  coordination 
and  team  work  with  other  personnel  in  the  hospital,  and  wider  partici- 
pation in  community  activities.  To  our  department  have  come  patients 
of  all  different  ages  and  backgrounds:  they  have  been  sent  by  their 
physicians,  social  workers  in  community  agencies,  churches  or  schools, 
by  their  relatives,  or  they  are  simply  self-referred.  They  all  need  help  in 
meeting  personal  or  family  problems  resulting  from  social,  emotional  or 
purely  economic  conditions  which,  unsolved,  may  affect  adversely  their 
response  to  the  physician's  plan  for  medical  care. 

Referrals  of  new  patients  to  the  Social  Service  Department  for  1953 
amounted  to  973.  The  total  patient  caseload  for  the  year  was  3636, 
which  was  760  less  than  the  patient  load  of  the  previous  year.  This  de- 
crease in  caseload  was  due  to  the  fact  that  we  were  short-staffed  during 
the  first  half  of  the  year,  v/ith  the  result  that  considerable  pinch-hitting 
was  necessary.  Approximately  two-thirds  of  the  patients  referred  needed 
such  assistance  as  securing  transportation,  special  diets,  appliances,  or 
orthopedic  shoes,  convalescent  care,  visiting  nurse  service,  recommenda- 
tions for  school  placement,  or  assistance  in  arranging  for  hospitalization. 
In  addition  to  these  very  concrete  needs,  about  one-third  required  help 
with  emotional  or  social  problems.  It  is  not  only  the  patient  who  requires 
the  assistance  of  the  social  worker;  many  times  other  members  of  the 
family  require  guidance  and  help.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  parents 
of  handicapped  children  who  are  attending  clinic  or  who  are  admitted 
to  the  hospital  for  orthopedic  surgery.  The  extension  of  the  services  of  our 
department  to  members  of  the  patient's  family  recognizes  the  fact  that  if 
the  family  is  to  be  helpful  in  planning  for  the  care  of  the  patient  and  co- 
operative in  carrying  out  the  doctor's  advice  for  medical  treatment,  the 
problems  of  the  family  must  also  be  met  by  the  social  worker. 

During  the  early  part  of  1953,  three  staff  members  resigned  and  it  was 
difficult  to  find  satisfactory  replacements.  The  shortage  of  trained  medical 
social  workers  is  a  nation-wide  problem  generally  considered  to  be  less 
troublesome  in  New  York  City  than  in  other  parts  of  the  country.  There  is 
a  general  recruitment  movement  on  foot  sponsored  by  the  American 
Association  of  Medical  Social  Workers  to  interest  young  persons  in 
graduate  training  for  social  work  in  hospitals.  Up  to  the  present  time, 
hospitals  have  not  been  as  popular  with  young  social  workers  as  have 
other  agencies  because  hospital  salaries  generally  fall  below  those  paid 
by  other  social  agencies  in  the  community.  Present  day  standards  for 
hospital  social  service  departments  require  at  least  two  years  of  graduate 
training  with  a  Master's  Degree  in  social  work  from  an  accredited  school. 

Mrs.  Martha  Hall,  one  of  our  three  valued  Case  Aides,  resigned  in  the 
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early  summer  of  1953  for  family  reasons.  In  an  effort  to  cooperate  with 
our  Administration  in  reducing  operating  expenses  of  the  hospital,  it  was 
decided  not  to  replace  Mrs.  Hall  but  to  get  along  with  two  instead  of  three 
Case  Aides.  Several  months  elapsed  between  the  resignation  of  Mrs. 
Katherine  Johnston  in  December,  1952  and  the  filling  of  the  position  of 
social  worker  in  the  Scoliosis  Clinic  by  Mrs.  Alice  Ching  Woo,  who  had 
been  with  us  for  field  work  supervision  when  she  was  doing  graduate 
work  at  the  Fordham  University  School  of  Social  Work.  The  securing  of 
Mrs.  Woo's  services  proves  our  point  that  having  graduate  students  in 
the  department  for  field  work  supervision  is  one  of  the  most  successful 
ways  of  recruiting  new  personnel.  Mrs.  Valia  Snyder,  who  came  to  our 
department  in  1945  and  who  contributed  a  great  deal  to  the  care  of 
children  in  the  Orthopedic  Clinics  and  later  of  the  children  in  the  wards, 
resigned  early  in  the  year  to  join  her  husband  in  Saudi  Arabia.  After  the 
lapse  of  a  month,  during  which  the  Children's  Ward  Service  was  carried 
by  other  members  of  the  staff.  Miss  Jane  Thayer  was  employed  to  take 
over  the  responsibility  of  social  work  for  children  in  the  wards.  Miss 
Thayer  has  her  Master's  Degree  from  the  Simmons  College,  School  of 
Social  Work  and  came  to  us  with  ten  years  of  experience  in  two  excellent 
New  England  hospitals.  Toward  the  end  of  the  year,  Mrs.  Eligia  Lorenti, 
the  skillful  social  worker  in  the  Cerebral  Palsy  Service,  resigned  for 
personal  reasons.  We  were  very  sorry  to  lose  Mrs.  Lorenti's  efficient 
services  but  were  fortunate  to  replace  her  with  Miss  Helene  Glasner, 
who  has  her  Master's  Degree  in  social  work  from  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  School  of  Social  Work,  and  who  has  had  several  years  of 
experience  in  psychiatric  social  work.  Because  of  the  multiplicity  of 
emotional  problems  which  are  presented  by  the  children  who  are  under 
care  of  our  Cerebral  Palsy  Clinic  and  by  their  parents,  it  is  essential  to 
have  a  psychiatric  social  worker  in  this  particular  service. 

Because  of  crowded  quarters  in  the  Social  Service  Department,  we  have 
been  able  to  accept  only  one  student  at  a  time  for  supervised  field  work 
experience.  During  the  first  half  of  1953,  Mrs.  Lorenti  supervised  Miss 
Edith  Jacobson,  a  graduate  from  the  Fordham  University  School  of 
Social  Work.  During  the  second  half  of  the  year,  Mrs.  Grace  Heilman 
has  been  with  us  for  field  work  experience  from  the  New  York  School  of 
Social  Work,  Columbia  University.  By  a  special  arrangement,  Mrs. 
Heilman  has  been  supervised  by  Mrs.  Helen  Wortis,  Research  Associate 
with  the  Cerebral  Palsy  Clinic.  We  are  always  glad  to  have  students  in 
our  department,  for  they  bring  with  them  new  ideas  from  the  Schools  of 
Social  Work  and  they  also  bring  with  them  enthusiasm  and  zest  for  the 
profession  of  social  work,  which  is  a  tonic  to  the  older  staff  workers. 

When  we  move  into  our  commodious  quarters  in  the  new  hospital, 
where  each  member  of  the  staff  will  have  a  small  office  of  her  own  and 
where  we  shall  have  appropriate  accommodations  for  students,  we  plan  to 
extend  our  student  program.  We  should  like  to  have  at  least  two  students 
at  a  time,  one  from  each  school  with  whom  we  have  affdiations.  As 
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members  of  the  staff  resign,  it  seems  expedient  to  employ  as  new  staff 
members  only  those  who  are  fully  qualified  social  workers  with  Master's 
Degrees,  and  who  will  be  acceptable  as  student  supervisors  to  the  Schools 
of  Social  Work. 

The  Social  Service  Department  values  greatly  the  contribution  of  vol- 
unteers, for  their  assistance  helps  maintain  the  smooth  functioning  of 
departmental  activities.  During  1953,  fourteen  different  volunteers  gave 
3026  hours  of  Social  Service,  an  average  of  252  hours  each  month.  These 
volunteer  hours  constituted  approximately  20 of  the  total  lime  given 
by  all  volunteers  to  the  hospital  as  a  whole.  Volunteer  services  in  our 
department  included  typing  and  other  forms  of  clerical  work,  acting  as 
patient  escorts,  assisting  with  Christmas  parties,  circus  and  rodeo  cele- 
brations, clinic  management,  supervision  of  the  Free  Milk  tickets  we 
receive  from  the  Milk  Fund,  supervision  and  maintenance  of  the  clothes 
closet,  writing  "thank-you"  and  followup  letters,  and  many  other  activi- 
ties which  are  a  necessary  part  of  a  department's  program.  Two  volun- 
teers who  have  been  with  us  for  several  years,  take  charge  of  the  Intake 
Desk  two  afternoons  each  week,  thus  relieving  a  staff  member  for  this 
same  period.  Mrs.  Agnes  McCabe  and  Mrs.  Clara  Elms,  Chairman  and 
Assistant  Chairman  respectively  of  the  Volunteer  Department,  not  only 
gave  some  of  their  own  time  to  the  Social  Service  Department  but  also 
helped  us  by  assigning  some  of  their  most  competent  volunteers  to  work 
in  our  department. 

The  cost  of  transporting  handicapped  patients  unable  to  use  the  ordi- 
nary means  of  city  travel  increased  approximately  35%  in  1953  as  com- 
pared with  previous  years.  This  increase  in  cost  resulted  from  the 
greater  financial  responsibility  which  the  Social  Service  Department 
needed  to  assume  for  taxi  and  ambulance  transportation.  Motor  corps 
service  from  other  community  agencies  was  reduced  to  such  a  degree 
that  it  was  practically  non-existent.  We  were  able  to  meet  some  of  these 
additional  transportation  costs  through  special  gifts  designated  for  the 
care  of  needy  patients.  Application  for  State  Aid  to  cover  ambulance 
service  was  made  whenever  its  need  was  indicated  for  patients  who  were 
hospitalized.  We  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  contribution  of  $500.00 
from  one  of  our  able  volunteers.  This  was  a  gift  to  the  hospital  earmarked 
for  the  use  of  the  Social  Service  Department.  In  consultation  with  the 
donor  and  Mr.  Young,  our  Acting  Director,  the  entire  amount  was  allo- 
cated for  transportation  expenses  for  patients.  The  National  Foundation 
for  Infantile  Paralysis  generously  meets  the  needs  of  transportation  for 
poliomyelitis  patients,  the  patients  under  care  of  the  Cerebral  Palsy 
Clinics  are  provided  with  taxi  service  when  necessary  from  the  Cerebral 
Palsy  Fund  of  the  hospital,  and  patients  who  attend  the  Arthritis  Clinics 
can  be  helped  by  another  special  fund,  thanks  to  the  fine  gift  of  another 
valued  friend  of  the  department  who  wishes  to  remain  anonymous. 

Rehabilitation  conferences,  which  have  been  conducted  for  the  past 
several  years,  have  been  held  whenever  there  was  need  for  a  group  con- 
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ference  in  regard  to  the  problems  of  a  specific  patient.  These  conferences 
have  been  of  great  help  in  defining  a  patient's  capacity  for  case  work 
treatment,  including  vocational  counselling  and  vocational  training.  The 
representative  from  the  Division  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation,  New  York 
State  Education  Department  has  attended  each  meeting  of  the  rehabilita- 
tion conference  and  has  been  one  of  the  key  persons  in  working  out  a 
suitable  plan  for  the  vocational  rehabilitation  of  the  patient.  In  the  Clinic 
for  Amputees  there  is  also  the  closest  of  cooperation  between  the  Division 
of  Vocational  Rehabilitation  representative,  the  orthopedic  surgeon,  and 
the  social  worker. 

Our  department  appreciates  very  much  the  splendid  cooperation  which 
is  given  by  the  convalescent  homes  which  care  for  our  post-operative 
children.  We  are  especially  grateful  to  St.  Agnes'  Convalescent  Home, 
White  Plains,  New  York  and  to  the  Blythedale  Convalescent  Home,  Val- 
halla, New  York.  We  are  convinced,  however,  that  every  effort  should 
be  made  so  that  convalescent  care  away  from  home  will  not  be  unneces- 
sarily prolonged.  Convalescent  care  over  a  long  period  may  result  in  a 
breach  between  the  child  and  home  which  is  difficult  to  repair.  Some 
parents,  if  relieved  of  the  care  of  a  child  for  months  on  end  may  lose  their 
sense  of  responsibility  for  the  child;  the  child  who  is  separated  too  long 
from  his  parents,  no  matter  how  good  the  reason  is,  may  lose  the  feeling 
of  belonging  to  his  family.  Therefore,  unless  convalescent  care  away  from 
home  is  a  necessity  because  of  the  type  of  care  required  for  the  post- 
operative child,  our  department  prefers  to  plan  for  convalescent  care  at 
home.  Planning  for  convalescent  care  in  a  patient's  home  requires  a  care- 
ful estimate  of  both  physical  and  emotional  factors  within  the  home 
setting.  This  involves  a  careful  survey  of  home  facilities,  of  parental 
attitudes,  and  of  available  nursing  supervision  which  usually  can  be 
provided  by  the  Visiting  Nurse  Service. 

During  the  summer  of  1953,  the  camping  program  was  again  entrusted 
to  Martha  Hall,  Case  Aide.  177  children  from  the  hospital  clinics  were 
sent  to  camps  or  summer  therapeutic  homes.  Nine  different  camps  were 
used  with  programs  ranging  from  normal  activities  suitable  for  the 
slightly  handicapped  child  to  those  with  programs  adapted  for  children 
wearing  double  leg  braces  or  using  wheel  chairs.  The  average  length  of 
vacation  for  each  child  was  4.7  weeks,  for  vacations  varied  in  length  from 
two  weeks  to  two  months  fat  the  Southampton  Fresh  Air  Home)  .The  total 
cost  to  the  hospital  of  all  vacations  was  $1351.7,5,  of  which  $905.00  was 
made  available  to  the  Social  Service  Department  through  the  generous 
cooperation  of  the  Hospital  Administration.  The  balance  represents 
expenditures  of  departmental  funds  budgeted  for  these  purposes,  with 
the  addition  of  some  gifts  for  summer  camping.  Each  week  of  vacation 
cost  $1.59,  which  is  less  than  last  year's  cost  of  $1.76.  This  extremely 
low  figure  by  no  means  represents  the  actual  cost  of  summer  therapeutic 
care,  but  indicates  the  very  generous  assistance  we  were  given  by  the 
several  organizations  which  cooperated  in  providing  summer  care  for 
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our  handicapped  children.  Our  warmest  thanks  are  expressed  to  the 
Association  for  the  Aid  of  Crippled  Children,  Walter  Scott  Foundation, 
New  York  Service  for  the  Orthopedically  Handicapped,  Textile  Square 
Club  of  New  York,  New  York  Philanthropic  League,  Ruth  Kirzon  group, 
New  York  Herald-Tribune  Fresh  Air  Fund,  and  the  Rotary  Club  of 
New  York  City,  which  sent  17  severely  handicapped  boys  to  Camp  Oak- 
hurst,  and  Southampton  Fresh  Air  Home.  Southampton  was  able  to 
accept  fifty  small  boys  and  girls  this  year  instead  of  the  usual  forty 
because  of  additional  sleeping  quarters  which  had  been  added  to  their 
attractive  building. 

A  satisfying  camp  experience  is  a  valuable  step  toward  the  rehabilita- 
tion of  a  handicapped  child.  The  gain  in  physical  terms  is  probably  the 
least  value  to  be  achieved.  Growth  and  self-dependence,  the  ability  to 
make  and  keep  friends,  to  enjoy  a  hobby  and  to  participate  in  other 
creative  activities  opens  the  door  into  a  new  and  thrilling  existence  for 
a  handicapped  child. 

The  staff  of  the  Social  Service  Department  is  greatly  indebted  for  the 
interest  and  support  of  Mr.  Samuel  Duryee,  President  of  the  Hospital, 
of  Mrs.  John  H.  Reynolds,  Chairman  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary-Social 
Service  Committee,  and  of  Mr.  T.  Gordon  Young,  Acting  Administrator 
of  the  Hospital.  I  wish  also  to  express  my  personal  appreciation  of  the 
consistently  loyal  and  industrious  service  of  the  professional  personnel 
and  office  staff  of  the  Social  Service  Department.

A  bed  may  be  endowed  by  an  unrestricted  gift  to  the 
Society  of  not  less  than  $7,500  made  for  that  purpose,  and 
the  donor  during  his  life,  or,  if  the  gift  is  made  by  will,  the 
person  named  in  the  will  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  twenty 
years,  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  an  occupant  of  such 
bed.  When  the  gift  amounts  to  $10,000  or  more,  the  Society 
will  furnish  to  the  designated  occupant  of  such  bed  without 
charge  in  any  one  calendar  year  care  and  services,  the  cost 
of  which,  computed  at  the  Society's  then  scale  of  rates,  equals 
the  income  earned  by  the  Society  on  the  amount  of  such  gift, 
computed  upon  the  basis  of  the  average  rate  of  return  on  the 
Society's  general  funds  during  the  preceding  calendar  year. 
The  Society  will  list  all  endowed  beds  in  its  annual  report  and 
record  the  same  on  appropriate  plaques  in  the  Hospital. 


The  Society  has  always  been  greatly  aided  by  this  form 
of  generosity.  No  precise  words  are  necessary  to  a  valid 
legacy  to  the  corporation.  The  following  form,  however, 
may  be  suggested:
